Socks should be washed after 
every wearing, since body acids 
and the salts in perspiration 
tend to weaken. wool fibros. 
Hence, perspiration should be 
washed out before It dries. 


Hot Water Shrinks 


. Hot ‘water is the number one 
enemy to the sucsessful washing 
of woo! socks, os many a begin- 
no: a ‘the job has discovered. 
This’ .is because It increases 
shrinkage, and it can also be 
harmful to the dyes, Water 
ah@uld be lukewarm (95° to 100° 
F.) A drop‘of tepid water flecked 
onto ‘the best testing spot, the 
wrist, matches our usual body 
heat (986° F.) and = ‘therefore 
feels noither unduly hot or cold,

Never, never sozk socks, but 
wash speedily, first on the wrong 
side, ‘then on the right side, 
Work .quickly, ‘keeping suds’ 
lively, Keep socks under water 
while washing, squeezing the 
suds through the wool, . rather 
than frictlon-rubbing, 


Lift, rather than pull the socles |" 


out of the suds, so that water. 
weight won't distort thelr shape. 
Squeeze gently to remove suds, 
never wring or twist, ‘Keep 
temperature of ‘rinse ‘walers the 
same as suds watez—no hotter, 
no colder. . 

When rinsed, roll socks in 
turkish towel to knead out extra 
moisture.
